THE'FARM.: HOTTED: 


How to Malic It nn<i How to Manago It. 


Keep tho Bed Full. 


The ordinary hotbed , sash, is 6 by 3 


feet, a convenient size, though any old 
sash will answer the purpose. Construct 
the frame as wide as tho sash is long 
and as long as it is desired to make tho 
bod. Havo 13 inches high at the front 
nud 18 at tho back. Make a-bed at least 
\y~ foot thick and extending, a couple 
of "feet'beyoncl the framo all around of 
horso manure which has begun to heat 
violently. Tread this bed down firmly, 
for manure thrown loosely together will 
heat rapidly for a short timo and then 
become cold, but when it is mado com- 
paratively firm it will give forth n gen- 
tle heat for six or eight'weeks. When 
tho bad 'has been prepared, place tho 
framo upon it nnd bank it up well to 
tho top with manure. It is now ready 
for the soil. Uso light garden loam 
which has been prepared tho fall before. 
Plaoe five or six inches of earth on the 
manure, leveling and fining with an 
iron toothed rako. Then put on tho sash 
and leave the bed alone for a fow days 
beforo planting tho seeds. If tbe seeds 
uro put'in at once, tho manure may be- 
come so hot that tho tender germs will 
be destroyed. About the third or fourth 
day tho hoat will usually subsido to 
about 30 degrees; then it will be safe to 
sow, according to American Agricul- 
turist, authority for tho following cliroc- 


noove tho brood and far from the en- 
trance, 60-that, the.cluster of tees being 
placed 'between their stores' and tho en- 
trance, they can bettor defend, these 
against intruders.

The bees had access to this small 
box through only one hole about an inch 
in diameter. It was soon perceived that 
thero was less honey harvested in this 
stylo of box than formerly in tho old 
wooden bucket plan, laid bottom side 
up on top of" tho box hive. Wo used 
those boxes for a short- time, bnt after 
the invention of tho extractor in 1867 
we tried surplus cases of full sizo with 
open frames right over tho brood combs 
and without any partition or honey 
board. These frames wero used for ex- 
tracting. Tbe result was so mnch in fa- 
vor of tho largo frame that wo soon dis- 
carded tho glass boxes altogether. A lit- 


, tlo later on tho honey section, holding 
about a pound, was invented and found 
just tho thing for the comb honey mar- 
ket. 
We tried theso sections in broad 


frames to hold them in the supers, and 
wo used them side by side with fcho'loug 
extracting frames.

To avoid 
this let tho bod become quite dry before 
watering, and then give it a thorough 
soaking. On cold nights or. in stormy 
weather tho glass should be covered 
with matting or boards, or oven hay or 
straw, to keep t-ho temperature from 
falling too low. A well managed hot- 
bed will moro than pay any family for 
tho trouble. 


Where to riiico Brooders. 


Brooders should havo a houso set apart 


for this operation, oven if they aro of 
tho outdoor pattern, early in tho season 
especially. Later tho outdoor brooders 
may bo used in tho opon air. Tho brood- 
er house preferred by :i Country Gen- 
tleman correspondent has a board floor, 
windows that admit the sunlight on tho 
southerly Kido of tho houso aud room 
about tho brooder to secure exercise for 
tho chickens, which, if very early in 
the season, cannot be advantageously al- 
lowed to run ont of doors. Tho houso 
need not bo expensive. Even a building 
inclosed on three sides, open to the 
south—a mero shed—will answer, if 
ono uses outdoor brooders, though an 
inclosed honso is better. This corre- 
spondent has used brooders in a cellar 
and had voally good success with them, 
but prufers a houso sot apart to their 
use. It is not necessary, however, to ex- 
ercise so much caro in tho location of a 
brooder as in that of au incubator, for a 
hatched chick hasmuoh greater vitality 
than tho unhatched germ. 
Still tho 


moro favorable t-ho situation of 
tho 


brooder, other things equal, tho more 
satisfactory will ho tho growth and do- 
velopmeut of tho chickens. 


The Unrvcy Water Motor. 


A bulletin from tho Wyoming exper- 


iment station describes an ingenious 
motor for irrigation purposes. It is a 
combination of undershot and breast 
water wheel for utilising tho forco cf a 
river current to raiso water from tho 
river to thu irrigation ditches. Being 
hung on n swinging frame, the wheel 
rises and falls with tho river. It is not 
patented. Mr. Harvey, tho inventor, 
has giv<:u it to the public. Thn Wyo- 
ming experiment station recommends 
this new water motor as a cheap, relia- 
ble and effective mothod of taking wa- 
ter out of largo streams for irrigation 
purposes.

unsurpassed as a promoter of egg pro- 
duction. The Kansas farmers aro high- 
ly pleased with their experiments iu 
the uso of it. 


S^vcet Potatoes For Swine. 


Ill an experiment with cheap swiuo 


foods the Oklahoma station grew sweet 
potatoes at cost of 15 cents per bushel, 
this in spita of t-ho extromo hoat and 
on thu poorest soil on tbe farm. Tho va- 
riety was t-he Southern Queen, ono of 
the best for Oklahoma. Hogs turned 
into a. field of sweat potatoes early iu 
tho fall grow rapidly and put on very 
firm fat. 
Thi.s is u practice vory com- 


mon in many locations in tho south, 
which is recommended here ns a cheap 
and economical method of fattening 
hogs.

true, or, if so, that useless organs, ns in 
tho caso of tho tail, for example, had <lis

Ilnefulucsc Outtlvml. 


Unfortunately tho vermiform append! 


of tho ctecum wns not evolved out of ox 
istonco, and in censing to bo useful it bo 
camo vory troublesome. In surviving it 
function ns a portion ot tho iutostinn 
canal it became a menace to health nnd i 
constant souroo of danger. 
Tho ilunfio 


•was also much increased by tho. clrcum 
Btnnco that tho symptoms nccompnnyin 
disorders of tbo appendix would direct th 
attention of tho physician nnd patient t 
other portions of tho body rather thnn t 
the seat of tho trouble. In this disease th 
pain is usually felt In tho nolghborhoo 
of tho umbilicus, next in frequency i 
complained of in tho epigastrium, very ii 
frequently In tho region below tho um- 
bilicus, and least often of all is it felt in 
tho appendix itself. 
This circumstance 


has been responsible for many errors 
which have been made in determining 
tho character nn'd location of tho trouble. 


Tho inflammatory lesions of tho appen- 


dix woro formerly comprehended under 
tho terms typhlitis, porltyphlltlsand para- 
typhlitis. Tho first wns dofluod by Aibers 
as inflammation ot tho ciccum itself, tho 
(second ns inflnmmntlon of tho parts im- 
mediately surrounding tho ctecum nnd the 
third as Inflammation of the postperltoneul 
tissue of tho ciccum. Grisollo understood 
tho true pathology of tho disease nnd pub- 
lishedbis'viows In 1880, but thoso o. Ai- 
bers got Into tho modlcnl textbooks, and 
tho correct view was disregarded for over 
half a century until brought to light and 
verified by Dr. l-'ttz of Boston and Dr. 
'McBurnoy of Now York. 
Acute appendicitis Is characterized from 


tho outset by sovoro nbdominal pain. Co- 
inoldontly with tho attack of pain or soon 
nftor it begins nausea and vomiting fre- 
quently occur. 
In oases whore these are 


produced by indigestion and Intestinal 
oollo tho nnuscn is more npt to precede tho 
pain than to follow it, as in appendicitis. 


Tho sudden occurrence ot sharp, colicky 


pains should nlwnys direct tho uttontlon 
of tho sufferer and tho physician to tho 
appendix vormlformis, nml n watchful 
cnro should bo kept over this trenchcrous 
organ. As soon ns tho diagnosis of progress- 
ives appendicitis is assured tho abdominal 
or. 


cavity should bo opened and the appendix I 
removed. 
To operate too early may bo to . 


operate unnecessarily, but it Is bettor to ^ 
do so thnn to oporntu too late nml hence 
unsuccessfully. 
None but surgeons of re- 


pute nnd of assured skill should be cm- 
ployed to operate, for, though to remove 
the appendix is not fraught with great 
danger'when tho operator is skillful, it 
may well become so when the surgeon em- 
ployed does not understand his business 
properly.Peculiarities of the Trouble. 


Mild cnsos of appendicitis may recover 


without surgical treatment, but quite of- 
ten mild cnsos develop into acute and nro 
of course much more difficult to euro than 
if operated upon before tho trouble became 
inteusCed in its character. The disease 
may pursue a rapid course In Komo cases 
to n fatal termination in UO hours from tho 
beginning of tho attack. 
In cases which 


have boon successfully operated upon con- 
valescence will usually occupy about three 
weeks. 
Appendicitis is much more frequent 


among mon thnn women, though tho con- 
trary is generally held to bo tho ease. 1 ho 
reason thnt women aro loss liable to the 
disease is probably owing to tho fact thnt 
In thorn tho appendix 1ms nu additional 
source of blood supply In tho artery of the 
nppundloulnr ovarian ligament nnd is in 
consequence bettor prepared to resist In- 
foctlou thnn tho less liberally supplied ap- 
pendix ol the male. 
In former times appendicitis wns sup- 


posed lo bo onusod by tho presence within 
the vcrinlfon-i appendix of cherry stones, 
grape seeds, lemon nnd orange pits, dnte 
.torlw, «sh bones, pins, etc. So firmly was 
this idea fixed in the lay and professional 


- minds that children woro carefully watch- 


ed while eating fruit to prevent them 
from swallowing n stone or need which 
would lodge in this "deathtrap," as the 
appendix was popularly called, and pro- 
duce what was nt that time regarded ns 
nn almost necessarily fatal malady. 
Hie 


same fallacy Is Still very prevalent nmong 
nonmcdlcal people, and to assign such an 
origin to tho disease Is much more com- 
mon thnn to attribute it to its real causes. 
\'o doubt tho presence of such foreign sub- 
stances in tho appendix might cause trou- 
ble thorp, as they would in other parts o 
tho intestinal cnnnl whuru- they founu 
lodgmont nnd could not bo expelled. Iho 
iifttai\cos in 'which appendicitis has been 
induced by such lodgments in the appon- 


- dix havo been so rnro thnt they may bo with 


safety excluded in nny consideration p. 
the trouble. Another view—thnt the pnin 
in tho appendix is produced by un attempt 
•on tho part of tha appendix to rid itsell 
' of focal mutter—is proved to bo wrong by 


tho fact that teen', matter and oven copro- 
]iths.havo been found in tho organ when 
there was no pain or trouble with tho ap- 
pendix nt all. 


A Homo Tor Microbes. 


Tbo generally received opinion now is 


thnt appendicitis is caused by micro-or- 
mmlRmn which nro convoyed Into the an- 
pondlx By tocnl matter or otnorwiso. 
These organisms may bo nnd probably nro 
tho <t>mo as thoso usually found In the In- 
tcs'.inn: cnnal, where their being present 
is not regarded ns n souroo of danger. 
When they enter tho appendix, however, 
It'Is'supposed to bo nltogetticr different, 
as tho lower resisting [ipwcr of tho organ 
makes it peculiarly subject to infection. 


Among tho evolutionary changes tak- 


Srig place in tho appendix anil tending to 
its ultimate' disappearance, may bo nltern- 
tlohs In. tho character ut Its epithelial lin- 
ing, which distinguishes It from" the Hn- 
Ingof tho ciccuin anil render it liable to 
bacterial infection. So tarns tho tissues of 
tho nppendix nro concerned, a progressive- 
ly lowered vital resisting power would ho 
the first and most obvious change, result- 
ing froiji the disusuao of the organ and 
its downward tendency toward ilnnl elimi- 
nation from the body ns n useless nppond- 


ngTho conclusion Is now regarded by med- 
ical mon ns being almost irresistible that 
infection Is trot only tha princlpa. ami 
necessary cause ot appendicitis, but thnt 
it Is also tho primary cause, some infec- 
tious material enters tho appendix nud 
becomes Hied thoro, owing to the very In- 
efficient expulsive power possessed by the 
part. The low vitality and weak resisting 
power possessed by tho organ, constitute 
It a Eoodflold for propagating bacteria and 
developing those conditions constituting 
the dlBeaso.pt appendicitis. 
- • 


Not a Now Trouble. 


Diseases of tho appendix are probably 


not more frequent than they wore.horeto 
too unless the evolutionary process which, 
ho vestigial organ is undergoing makes- 
t raoro apt to bo diseased in modern times. 
This supposition is, howovor, very improb- 
able, as tbo work of evolution is BO slowly 
performed nnd is marked by such slight 
ncromonts of chnngo that duringtho en- 
tire period comprised in tho history o£ the 
luman rnco tho organ has probably under- 
gone DO appreciable change. 
_ 


It it only within the last, six years triaT 


disorders o£ tho appendix bavo been rcior- 
-cd to tho real seat of tho trouble. Though, 
iis ucrciro'fetotcd, tho true pathology of ap- 
pendicitis'was known more than BO years 
aao this knowledge did not become gen- 
erally diffused, nud physicians almost in; 
variably in their diagnoses referred the' 
troublototho ciccum or adjoining pcrts. 
This circumstance, it is quite obvious, ac- 
counts for tho froqUBuey with-which wo 
hnvo heard of diseases of tho appendix In 
recent yours ns compared with tho paucity 
of mention previously.

Investigations ou tho subject of the ver- 


miform appendix have led to tho opinion 
being almost invariably bold by physio o- 
glsts that tho organ Is a useless ono, while 
there cannot bo any diversity of opinion 
as to Its being n dangerous one. llio 
science and natural theology of a few de- 
cades ago hold tho view that every species 
was of independent origin and every struc- 
ture designed for uso in tho organism in 
which it occurred. The student of com- 
parative anatomy, howovor, who extends 
his researches beyond n single species will 
become aware that thoro are structures in 
tho animal economy tho presence of vrhlol- 
cannot bo accounted for or function dom 
onstrntcd by the study ot them in relation 
to tho organism in which they exist. Ihc 
vermiform nppondix of tho ciccum, fron 
ono to flvo inches in length and one-third 
of nn inch in breadth, is In this category 
and having survived its usefulness It ha. 
become dangerous. 


Uc£KInff the Question. 


Tho little rudimentary organ is not 


however, without its uses, as it supplio 
tho ndvocnces ot evolution with n conilr- 
mntlcn of their theory. Professor Drum- 
inond in Ills recently published book, 
"Tho Ascent of Man," seizes upon the 
nppondix with avidity and parados It be- 
fore his renders with evident pride as a 
piece of nvidonco which would convict 
them In nny courtof having a disagreeably 
close relationship with creatures ot a very 
low grndu in tho zoological scale. 


Appendicitis has been sometimes spoken

After ho has been a boatkccper 
for fivo years continuously he may toko 
tho pilot's oxamination, and if ho pass • 
that ho ma-; then ace as piloc on ships 
which draw no moro than IS feet ot water 
—this is, if thoro bo n vacancy, but not 
otherwise. After ho has shown his compe- 
tency by tho successful piloting of vessels 
of lighter draft for one year ho may re- 
ceive u full license. Sometimes tho would 
bo pilot has to wait years More ho can re- 
ceive his certificate, for only one pilot can 
enter tho service from iho same boot in 
flvo years, and no ouo can leave one boat 
far another without special permission 
from tho commissioners.

The train 
was'an excursion, carrying nearly 1,300 
passengers, returning from the pilgrimage 
annually made to Sacre Monte shrine. 
Near Picdra Blanca thore is a sharp curve, 
and at this point from some reason not 
yet definitely known, five coaches jumped 
tho track and went down the side of the 
mountain. 


.Fourteen Dond In One Coiicli. 


Three of them were smashed completely 


into kindling wood. Aasoon ax word was 
received in this cltya relief train was sent 
out with surgeons and a, wrecking force, 
and tho work of rescuing the wounded 
and taking out tho dead has been pro- 
gressing since. As fast as possible tho 
wounded were brought to this city, Presi- 
dent Diaz having ordered tho military 
hospital with its stuff to care for all sur- 
vivors.

This is the most serious wreck 
in Mexico since 1S5T, when a train-load ot 
soldiers went through a bridge, 400 of the1 


men being killed. . The most careful in- 
quiries in this city and of the railroad 
people indicate that there were no Amer- 
icans on the train, the passengers, so far 
as can be learned, all being natives. Iho 
train crew are Americans, and in accord- 
ance wilh the Mexican custom such of 
thorn as were not killed will be arrested 
at once, the Mexican law concerning tho 
responsibility of trainmen for such af- 
faire being stringent.

FATAL COLLAPSES OF BUILDINGS. 


Five Men Killed ni.U 11 arnre Vloie or Lust 


Injured »t ->'e1v Vorld 


NEW YORK, March 2.-Two buildings, 


one in course of construction and one in 
course of demolition, collapsed ill this city 
ond killed five men and fatally injured.oi- 
maimed or bruised, nineteen others. Ihe 
first accident occurred at a house at tho 
corner of Forty-third street and lentil 
atonue whicii was being torn down by 
some forty laborers. It fell with a^crash, 
carrying several workmen to the base- 
ment three floors below, and they were 
most completely covered by "tons of bricKS, 
dry mortar and iron beams.
